The Clipsetta Stakes— For fillies two years 
old; 15 to accompany the nomination, $15 addi- 
tional to start: $700 added, of which $100 to the 
second and $50 to the third. Five Fnrlongs. 

The Harold Stakes— Fcr colts two years old; 
$5 to accompany the nomination, $45 additional 
to start; $7C0 edded, of which $100 to the sec- 
ond and $50 to the third. Five fnrlcngs. 

The Covington Spring Stakes— A selling 
sweepstakes for two-j ear-olds ; $5 to accompany 
the nomination; $45 additional to start; $700 
added, of which $100 to the second and $50 to 
the third. Five and a half fnrlongs. 

The Tobacco Stakes— A selling sweepstakes 
for three-year-olds and upward; $5 to accom- 
pany the nomination, $45 additional to start; 
$700 added, cf which $100 to Becond and $50 to 
third. One mile. 

The Latonia Turf Congress Handicap— For 
three-year-olds and upward; $10 to accompany 
the nomination, $60 additional to start; $2,000 
added, of which sum the American Turf Con- 
gress adds $1,000, the second torse to receive 
$!00 and the third $100; $500 to be divided as 
follows: To the trainers of the first, second 
and third horees 40, 20 and 10 per cent re- 
spectively, to the jockeys riding same 15, 10 and 
5 per cent respectively; weights to appear 
three days prior to the race; winners after the 
publicaticn of the weights to carry 5 lbs. extra 
One mile and an eighth.

Tbe first of these will be 
decided Thursday, January 25, 19C0, distance 
three and a half fnrlongs; the second Thurs- 
day, February 8, distance four fnrlongs, and the 
third, Thursday, March 1, distance four and a 
half fnrlongs.— St. Lonis Bepnblic.
